COLOSSAL TASK 


OF HISTORIC LINER 


(Edmonton Journal) 


The Lusitania, sunk by a German. 
submarine,in May, 1915, is to be rais- 
éd by sawing her gigantic hull in five 
parts. 

Each of these parts when lifted is 
then to be floated by means of huge 
pontoons and carried away to a spec- 
{ally constructed dock, where every- 
thing of value will be removed. 

This prodigious undertaking will 
shortly be under way, and it is believ- 
ed that at least $15,000,000 in money, 
gems and metal will be recovered. For 
many months dozens of plans for rais- 
ing thg Lusitania have been consider- 
ed and rejected. The extraordinary 
operation ‘to b2 described is the only 
one which offers a chance of success. 
It will tost probably five millions of 
Mollars before it is done, but the profit 
of ten millions upon the scheme more 
than makes it worth while. ‘ 

The cutting plan has been success- 
fully tried out on two smaller vessels, 
which did not lie, however, at so great 
a defth as the Lusitania. 

It is the size of the sunken liner and 
the great depth in which she _ rests 
that presented what for a time seem- 
ed insurmountable difficulties to her 
recovery. There are 240 feet of water 
over her. Pressure of the atmosphere 


: upon the body at sea level is approxl- 


mately fifteen pounds to the square 
inch. The pressure upon a body at 
240 feet beneath the sea is a little over 
one hundred pounds to the square 
inch. The limit to which a diver can 
descend is about eighty feet. At 240 
feet the water pressure wuld crush 
‘him like an egg. 

How, then, can human hands carry | 
‘out such a colossal operation as slic- 
ing the huge steel hull, fastening the 
immense chains about the sections and 
doing this work so far beneath the 
surface of the sea under such _ stu- 
pendous pressure? . 

It is impossible to construct cais- 
sons to withstand the pressure at 240 
feet. The mind turns naturally to 
submarines as the vehicles for the 
salvagers. Submarines, however, are 
not able to go below one hundred feet. 
Nevertheless a form of submarine 
will be used in the salvage. The in- 
ventors of the system are secretive. 
Enough has leaked out, however, 
to indicate that a form of submarine 
will be used specially. constructed to 
withstand a pressure even’ greater 
than that upon the Lusitania. These | 
machines will be circular and capable | 
of holding two men, together with the | 
necesary equipment and tools. They | 
will be connected with trawlers upon 
the surface of the sea, from which, 
through cables, will come the power 
to manipulate their machinery. 

Each circular submarine or movable 
diving-bell will contain several nitro- 
gen lamps of great power, and by the 
aid of these the workmen will be able 
to penetrate the pitchy darkness 
which envelops the gigantic hull. 

- Electro-magnets are to be mounted 
‘in such a way that they can be mov- 
ed in any direction probably always 
‘in pairs. By means of the magnets 
‘tthe machines can be moved along the 
side of the steel hull as desired, and 


‘. will hold firmly tothe hull during the 


cutting. 

¥rom the machines extend drills 
am@i saws and magnetic cranes, oper- 
ating through air locks and actuated ' 
by electrical motors. After the plat- 
es of the hull and the decks have been 
cut through there will still remain 
steel bulk heads and stanchions and 
beams, but by means of the extension 
arm used with the crane the interior 
of the vessel can be reached. The 
Lusitania {s 785 feet long and 60 feet 
deep, with a beam of 88 feet, so_ it 
will readily be seen that the cutting 
operations will be extremely lengthy, 
and would be thought extensive even 
if the ship were out of water. 

After the ship has been sawed into 
‘sections, specially designed pontoons 
‘will be floated over them and will be 
filled sufficiently with water to sink 
ithem almost to the upper works of the 
‘vessel. These pontoons will contain 
motor and pumps and will have elec- 
ttrical connections with the tender 
ships on the surface. A sufficient 
number of pontoons will be attched 
to each section by hooks and cables 
and by great chains slung beneath the 
liner’s keel. When the_ pontoon 
pumps are started and the water forc- 
ed out, the buoyancy of the pontoons 
will cause them to ascend to the sur- 
face, pulling the section with them. 
*As the sections rise the water is slow- 
ly pumped out of them. The pon- 
toons will probably have a_ lifting 
‘power of some three hundred tons 
/each. The largest vessel hitherto 
‘raised by this system of displacement 
~was of 8,000 tons displacement.

INCREASE IN TRADE 
_IS EXPECTED 


Ottawa, July 29.—Enquiries have 
been received here from Greece and 
Egypt for large quantities of wheat 
and flour. The British Trade Com- 
missioner in Egypt cabled asking for 
quotations on two hundred thousand 
tons of wheat or its equivalent in 
flour. The following day he again 
cabled, stating that the Egyptian gov- 
ernment had already cabled a_ similar 
inquiry to Australia, and had been ad- 
vised that the country would be in a 
position to quote prices next month 
for shipments beginning next March. 

Quotations for 300,000 tons will now 
be received from both Canada and 
Australia. As control has been relin- 
quished in Canada the inquiry will 
be passed on to different exporting 
firms. “ 

Inquiry was also received from 
Greece for a price on 180,000 tons of 
wheat or flour, the Greek government 
being willing to make a contract if 
credits were provided. No provision 
has been made for the extension of 
credits in this year’s budget and this 


inquiry also was referred to_ the 
trade. 
In view of the fact that Grecian 


territory has been trebled, a result of 
the peace conference, and she has been 
given a special status of great impor- 
tance in Asia Minor, she has assumed 
great importance commercially and 
some of the leading Canadian finan- 
clers and bankers have urged that the 
credits to her from Canada should be 
continued, but for the present, at 
least, trade will have to be pushed by 
private individuals.

LIEUT, LOCKLEAR KILLED

He and His Aide, Lieut. Elliott, Both 
of Whom Appeared at Calgary Fair, 


Came to Tragic End at Los Angeles.

Death, swift, sudden, tragic, came 
last evening to Lieut. Omer Locklear, 
aviator. who just = ons 
hrilling thousands of 
Calgary exhibition visitors with his 
daredevil stunts in midair. Dispatch- 
es state that both he and his side 
partner, Lieut, Milton Elliott, who 
was also at Calgary with him, were 
killed when their plane crashed from 
a distance of 1000 feet, while they 
were doing stunt flying. ; 

Lieut. Locklear and his companion 
made many friends in Calgary during 
their stay here a month ago. They 
used the machines of Capt. McCall of 
Calgary and Capt. May of Edmonton 
during their stunts here. ; 

Lieut. Locklear first performed his 
daring flying feats while in training 
at the Canadian military airdrome at 
Texas during the war. Finding the 


| ground signals difficult to read, he con- 


ceived the idea of descending to the 
undercarriage, where the lower plane 
ofhis machine would not obstruct his 
vision. After one successful perform- 
ance he continuéd the practice. and 
also acquired the habit of climbing 
out to tie ends of the wings, to the 
top of the plane and to the tail 
later changing machines. When 
matter finally came to e 
of his colonel he found himself in hot 
water for breach of regulations, and 
the facts becoming known, provided 
one of the big newspaper stories of 
the day. He sprang ing instant fame 
and received several offers from mov- 
ing picture companies, and he was 
carrying out a contract at Los 
Angeles when he was engaged for the 
Calgary fair.

'SQILDRIFTING. 
CAN BE STOPPED 


Lethbridge, July 29.—Soil drifting 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan, which 
last spring caused millions of dollars 
of damage to the newly planted crop, 
can be stopped if the farmers use the 
right methods. Professor Jardine of 
the Kansas State College of Agricul- 
ture told irrigation and dry farmers 
attending the Irrigation congress here 
Thursday. It was stopped in a sixty- 
six thotisand acre tract in Kansas six 
or seven years ago, and the land 
which drifted the worst then ts now 
raising 25 to 40 bushels of wheat 
the acre. 
get the dust mulche, which for years 
was the fetish of the dry farmer, and 
use implements which will leave the 
clods on top and the fine soil under- 
neath, and the soil drifting problem 
will be solved. There is another solu- 
tion--get as much irrigation as pos- 
sible and the soil will never drift 
where land is under the ditch. He 
urged that every possible acre in 


be secured should be irrigated. 

Dean Howes of the Alberta Univer- 
sity faculty of agriculture, announced 
that a chair in farm engineering was 
being opened with Professor Smith in 
charge. Professor Smith is now in 
Berkeley, California, studying irriga- 
tion in that state, and will be able to 
give Alberta irrigationists the result 
of his experience shortly. 

More delegates arrived for the con- 
vention Thursday morning and there 
have been double the number of reg- 
istrations so far compared with any 
previous convention. No resolutions 
have been dealt with so far. 

Irrigationists from Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and Alberta who have been 
in session here for two days, were 
this afternoon given a demonstration 
of irrigation of the prairie at its 
best, when they were taken through 
the Lethbridge-Coaldale irrigation 
block and shown field after field of 
wheat which will yield forty to fifty 
bushels, and alfalfa which is cutting 
two tons to the acre on the first har- 
vest. treated to home grown straw- 
berries and cream by John Hamilton, 
who owns the most typical irrigation 
perimental farm, where supper Was 
served by the city of Lethbridge. 

At the afternoon session, Deputy 
Minister Craig, of the Alberta depart- 
ment of agriculture, made the an- 
nouncement that his department was 
beginning to see that it was better 
to help the farmers make good on 
their farms than to be continually 
providing relief in dry seasons and 
therefore more attention would be 
paid to irrigation in future. 


TWO DEMONSTRATION FARMS 


Two demonstration farms have been 
secured, one at Raymond and one at 
Gleichen, both of which wili be irri- 
gated, and they would be in charge of 
expert irrigationists. Schools of agri- 
culture in connection with them will 
open this fall. He also announced 
that {n connection with all the de- 
partment schools an effort will be 
made to follow out the Kansas scheme 

of giving the farmers a practical in- 
struction one day in each month. 

Professor John Bracken, of the 
Manitoba college of agriculture, Con- 
tinued the discussion of the soil drift- 
ing problem in a highly technical ad- 
dress, which was followed by over 
four hundred practical farmers Pres- 
ent. Professor Murray, who is in 
charge of the Noble Foundation big 
thirty thousand acre farm, also spoke 
on this question and all agreed that 
soil drifting can be overcome.

Householders of the province are 
at present faced with a.difficult situ- 
ation on account of the high cost of 
certain food materials. Imported fruit 
{s scarce, and is considerably higher 
this year than usual, and sugar is at 
present very high and is said to be 
going higher. Thé high cost of these 
combined materials is going to make | 
home canned fruit very expensive. 
Commercial canned fruits and vege- 
tables which usually make a certain 
proportion of food supplies for all 
households are likewise very high, and 
the prospects are that varied table 
supplies are going to be harder to 
secure and harder to pay for than 
they have been even during the past 
two or three years. 

It would seem more necessary than 
ever to make economic use of home- 


grown and wild fresh summer

FOOD SUPPLIES 


The crop of wild fruit this year is 
good and is available to country house- 
holders at least. The knowledge of 
the handling of fruits of all kinds in 
modern canning is such that they can 
be used with very little sugar. 

Similar progress has been made in 
the economical use of fresh vegetable 
foods and the practice of saving 
corn, desirable garden stuff as young 
beets, peas, beans, corn, cauliflower, 
etc. is very rapidly on the increase. 
There are no doubt many people how- 
ever who still do not make the best 
use of these supplies in carrying over 
into winter the benefits to be derived 
from fresh vegetable foods. Excellent 
use can be made likewise of the prac- 
tice of drying in the case of fruits 
particularly. 

The Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture issues two bulletins, one on 
the home canning of vegetables, fruits 
and meats and another on the home 
drying of fruits and vegetables, that 
may be had by return mail by drop-

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THE NEWS WEEKLY SERMON © 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong 


The following article, which has 
recently been published, expresses in 
such a lucid manner the problem 
which confronts those who are seek- 
ing to find a message that will really 
meet the néeds of the present age, 
that I desire to give it further pub- 
licity through the columns of The 
News: 

OUTWORN APPEALS. 

The good of yesterday may not be 
quite so good today. The motive that 
swayed men most mightily a genera- 
tion ago may: now be superseded by 
another, The reasons that convinced 
mena few years ago may be entirely 
unconvincing today. It is pathetic at 
times to see good men striving with 
all the earnestness possible to reach 
yesterday’s results by yesterday’s 
methods, and failing completely, and 
then seeking to explain'the failure in 
every way but the right one. There 
is an inexorable ruthlessness in nat- 
ure in the way she elbows aside the 
old to make room for the new, and 
she spares neither science, nor educa- 
tion, nor religion. Men must adapt 
themselves to their environment or 
pay the penalty of becoming a super- 
fluous cog in the great machine. 

George Irving tells us in his little 
pamphlet, ‘Some Present-Day *Points 
of Emphasis,” of a religious leader at 
Northfield a few years before the war 
who was addressing a gathering of 
students. representative of the keen- 
est minds of the colleges and semin- 
aries of the country, and asked how 
many of them had been influenced to 
begin the Christian life by reflecting | 
on the sufferings of our Lord. Not, 
one answered in the affirmative. This 
had been the conscious, impelling in- 
fluence toward Christianity in the 
minds of the speaker and his gener | 
ation, but it was not so with the 
younger generation. ' 

We may explain this in one way or, 
another, but it is well to keep it in| 
mind. We have heard talks which 
would have proved powerful evangel- | 


istic appeals twenty- -five years ago, |. 


but addressed to a present-day crowd 
they seemed strangely unreal and; 
artificial, and they had no power to 
convince men’s reason nor to _ per-" 
suade their will. And the tragic part 
of it was that the speaker did not 
seem to realize it. The men who 
would sway the men of today must 
live their lives, think their thoughts, 
and understand the workings of their 
minds. 

But how shall this be made possible? 
To us it seems to be one of the easi- 
est and most natural things in the 
world. If a man is expected to under- 
stand any generation at all he should 
surely be expected to understand his 
own. No man is ever born an ante- 
diluvian. If he is to become one he 
must make himself one; and he can 
only do it by closing his eyes and 
ears and hardening his heart. God 
made every man human and he _in- 
tends him to remain so; and he will 
remain so unless we very carefully 
by some process or other educate him 
out of it. 

Of old our Lord prayed for His 
disciples not that. they might be tak- 
en out of the world, but that ‘the 
Father would keep them from the evil. 
Too often we have tried, and only too 
successfully, to take men out of the 
world, and we have justified ourselves 
in the effort and have gloried in our 
success, but we have come to realize 
after a while that the more successful 
we have been in getting men to be- 
cone citizens of another world, the 
more miserably we had failed in get- 
ting them to be useful in this world. 
We do not mean that men should not 
be saints, but we do mean that the 
saint should stick close by his fellow- 
sinners if he is to help them at all. 

And especially does this apply to 
the man who would evangelize his 
neighborhood. Whether he be minis-

ter or layman, he must study the peo- 
ple, he hopes to’ ovangelize or he will 
inevitably fail. ‘It is all very well to 
insist that all is needed is to “preach 
the Gospel,” but no man can ever 
preach the Gospel effectively unless 
he knows something about the men 
to whom he appeals. And the diffi- 
culty is that many of us are so intent 
upon our own thinking that we have 
neither time nor inclination to dis- 
cover the mental processes of gur 
neighbor. And the tendency is to 
gather together in groups, and if our 
group declares that we are preaching 
the Gospel we are satisfied, without 
stopping to reflect that the satisfied 
group is our group, and,the group we 
wish to reach is the other group, and 
it is the latter group to whom lies our 
main appeal. We have failed very

-J often becaune: we, have considered 
chiefly the psychology of ‘saints -lilce- 
minded ‘with us, and have neglected 
the psychology of the sinners, young 
and old, who ought to have been our 
chief concern. 


And it is well for the man who 
honestly desires to reach and save 
men to find out a little about them 
first of all: how they live, what wag- 
es they get, what troubles they have, 
what recreations they enjoy, what 
pupers they read, and to discover what 
they really think about the church and 
its work. And it is well also that 
every preacher find out something 
about the religious life even of his 
own people, not forgetting that the 
people who say “Amen” are not-a 
majority of our hearers, and it is the 
preacher's business to help every 
member of the congregation to the ut- 
most possible extent, and his helpful- 
ness will be determined largely by 
the accuracy and the fullness of his 
knowledge of them.

AMERICAN SETTLERS 


Nearly 100,000 Have Bought 3,000,000 
Acres Since First of 1920. 


Winnipeg, July 30.—Nearly 100,000 
American farmers have purchased ap- 
proximately three million acres of 
land in Western Canada since the be- 
ginning of the year. 

And thousands more are expected 
to come during the harvest season to 
see for themselves the wonderful 
crops in the world-famous wheat belt 
and purchase land on which to settle 
next year. 

This information was given today 
by L. A. Walch, head of a big United 
States company, organized in Winni- 
peg to handle Canadian farm lands. 

“Some time ago I predicted that 
40,000 American home-seekers would 
flock into Western Canada this year,” 
Walch said. “This estimate has been 
greatly exceeded, and there is every 
indication that many thousands more 
will come to buy land’or to prove for 
themselves the statements made to 
them by land agents about the fertil- 
ity of the soil in Western Canada. 

“One of the most outstanding feat- 
ures of the influx of the settlers this 
year has been the trend toward Brit- 
ish Columbia. There has been a large 
emigration from Winnipeg. 

Most of the American farmers who 
purchased land this year will not set- 
tle on it until spring or later, the 
move from their present homes de- 
pending upon circumstances. 

Indeed reports obtained from the 
Dominion immigration department in 
Winnipeg show that only about 15,000 
Americans who came into western 
Canada made definite declaration 
that they were taking up residence in 
the country this year. 

More than $5,500,000 in actual cash 
was brought into Western ‘Canada 
by these settlers while their effects 
are valued at more than $1,700,000, 
according to statistics furnished by 
During 
settlers

the immigration department. 
March, 388 cars containing 
effects arrived. 

Nearly 2,000 of the newcomers set- 
tled in Manitoba, the remainder tak- 
ing up farms in Saskatchewan, Alber- 
ta, British Columbia and Western On- 
tario.

Winnipg, Man., July 29—Shades of 
Uncle Silas. A few years ago farm 
hands who received $20 to $30 a 
month for work, 12 :ronths in the year, 
were regarded almost as _ profiteers. 
Today officials of the Winnipeg office 
of the employment service of Canada 
are wondering how they can induce 
harvest hands to work for a paltry $4 
a day with board thrown in. 


Many farm workers are in the city 
the officials say, but most, of them re- 
fuse to take $4 jobs. They are waiting 
until the harvest time, when they ex- 
pect farmers will offer $5 or even $6 
for help. 

Last week 746 men and 89 women 
were placed in permanent positions 
by the service, and 92 men and 382 
women were given casual work.

City Fathers at Convention of Munici- 
palities Almost Unanimous. 


Quebec, July 29.—The twentieth an- 
nual convention of Canadian Munici- 
palities in session here has placed 
_itself on record as opposing bonuses 

by municipalities as an inducement to 
industries to establish plants. 

At yesterday morning's session the 
question was dealt with briefly, but 
was fully considered at the afternoon 
session. when a resolution was carried 
with only one dissenting vote. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion, J. D. Saunders, city clerk, of 
Camrose, Alta., and secretary of the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities, spoke 
on the recent progress of western 
municipalities. He went fully into 
the inflated valuations and taxation 
system, as well as the lack of popula- 
tion, remarking that the total popula- 
tion of Alberta was not as large as 
that of Montreal.

J. A. Bayne, of Saskatchewan, dis- 
cussing the bonus question, remarked 
that if, firms were not strong enough 
to stand on their feet without the aid 
of bonuses, it did not speak well for 
these firms, 

Alderman Dickson, of Montreal, ex- 
pressed his position emphatically. He 
pointed to Montreal as an example, 
saying that the annexation of smal- 
ler municipalities obliged Montreal to 
acquire their liabilities. A firm 
whch could not do business without a 
bonus was not worthy of consider- 
ation, he said. 

Alderman Collier of Quebec, also 
spoke against bonuses and likewise of 
municipal tax exemptions which he 
held were equally vicious. .

BY GOVERNMENT 


A new edition of a map of Manitoba,

of the Interior. This new edition 
clearly indicates all railways, forest 
reserves, parks and Indian reserves, 
also the land which has been reserved 
for soldier settlement purposes. The 
size of the map is 24 inches by 36 
inches, and the scale is 35 miles td 
one inch. 

The importance of the new edition 
at the present time is apparent to 
Prospective settlers, officials of banks, 
railway companies and*land agencies, 
in fact everyone interested in the de- 
velopment of land in the western prov- 
inces.
